Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While the applicant claims that the disclosure of 
Evans et al does not disclose the required temperature range of 320 to 450 deg C with enough specificity, the reference discloses a range 
of process temperatures from 100 to 500 deg C, which specific examples from 415 to 425 deg C (see example 1). Furthermore, while the 
applicant also argues that the disclosure of Evans et al does not disclose the required pressure range from 40 to 130 kg/sq cm, the 
reference discloses ranges from 13 to 204 kg/sq cm [column 9, lines 36-38 & column 10, lines 5-7], with a preferred range of from 81 to 170 
kg/sq cm [column 9, lines 47-49], all of which overlap the required range recited previously. Finally, it is well known to one of ordinary skill 
in the art that pressure affects reaction conversion to a lesser extent than temperature as evidenced by Williams et al in Fuel (2001 , vol 80, 
pgs 957-963), in which a pressure range of 70-1 50 kg/sq cm produced a difference in the conversion of a hydrotreated product oil of 
approximately 4% [see Table 3, page 959]. 
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
